SAIGON (AP) — The strong-

broadcast is that U.S. troop 
strength in Vietnam will be cut 
to between 100,000 and 150,000 
during the next eight months. 


Official sources noted that 


two major tactical headquar- 
ters will be phased out during 
the next few months. These are 
the U.S. 2nd Field Force con- 
trolling American combat troops 
in the Saigon region and the 
3rd Marine Amphibious Force 
commanding Marines in the Da 
Nang area. 


A total of 301,900 American 


troops were reported in Viet- 
nam 
on April 1. Nixon an- 


nounced last year that the au- 
thorized ceiling would be re- 
duced to 284,000 by May 1, but 
sources said the actual strength 
would drop to perhaps 275,000 
during the next three weeks. 
Peak strength in Vietnam was 
543,400 in April 1969. 


During the eight months from 


May 1 until Jan. 1, Nixon is ex- 
pected to cut strength by 12,500 
to 
18,000 
troops 
a month, 


sources said. The President is 
to announce the rate in a 
speech tonight. 


The remaining 18,500 Marines 


in Vietnam will be out by the 
end of June, and the 3rd Ma- 
rine Amphibious Force dis- 
banded. The Saigon region will 
be left with one brigade of 
about 5,000 combat troops by 
May 1. 


Meanwhile, both South Viet- 


namese and North Vietnamese 
forces were reported to have 
suffered heavy losses in fight-

Cambodia near

AUSTIN (AP) - The Austin

The editorial, "Death Comes 


to the US. Army," was written 
by Austin American-Statesman 
state editor and military editor 
Nat Henderson, a Marine over- 
seas veteran of World War n. 


Henderson has received hun- 


dreds of letters and telephone 
calls from all over the nation, 
many requesting reprints of his 
editorial, the Austin American- 
Statesman said. Extra copies 
were made of the reprint Tues- 
day to satisfy continued demand 
for the editorial, the paper said. 


Here is Henderson's editorial:

"U.S. Army. 
"The U.S. Army, mortally 


wounded at May Lai on March 
16, 1968, died Monday at the 
age of more than 194 years at 
Ft. Benning, Ga. 


"Survivors 
include 
three 


brothers, the US. Air Force, 
the US. Navy and the UJS. Ma- 
rine Corps. However, all may 
be suffering from the same af- 
fliction to which the Army suc- 
cumbed. 


'The mother also survives, 


but she is left without visible 
means of support. 


"The Army was preceded in 


death by discipline, obedience, 
pride, honor, sacrifice and pa- 
triotism. 


'They have been succeeded 


by anarchy, civil disobedience, 
shame, defeat, selfishness and 
apathy. 


'The death was announced by 


a general court martial of six 
men. 
Funeral rites apparently 


will be pending for a number 
of months while the relatives 
are being returned from Viet- 
nam for the final interment. 


"Pallbearers will include Sen- 


ators Fulbright, Kennedy and 
McGovern. 


"Officiating at the funeral 


rites will be recent justices of 
the US. Supreme Court and the 
heads of state of the Soviet Un- 
ion, North Vietnam and Red 
China. 


"All members of the funeral 


procession have not been deter- 
mined, but honorary pallbearers 
will include moratorium march-

a fundamental precept of our 
judicial system that the legal 
processes of this country must 
be kept free from any outside 
influences." 


Calley was convicted March

ians in what Nixon himself 
once referred to as an apparent 
massacre at My Lai village. 


Two days later, Calley was 


sentenced, by the same six-man 
Army jury, to life imprison- 
ment. Nixon ordered Calley re- 
leased from the stockade at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., and held there in 
the military equivalen of house 
arrest. 


"In view of your previous 


statement concerning this mat- 
ter, I have been particularly

"Article 1, Section 8, Clause

ercised that power. 


"It has passed no legislation

joint resolution declaring 


war in Indochina, now has it 
explicitly, intentionally, and 
discretely authorized the war."

results in preliminary research, 
said Dr. Lawrence Fishbein of 
the National Institute of Envi- 
ronmental Health Sciences. He 
said the results ranged from

Guevara Is 
Idolized 
in Ceylon 


NEJV DELHI. (AP) — Che 


Guevara never went to Ceylon, 
but he is idolized by thousands 
of unemployed youths in the 
tropical island off the southern 
tip of India. 


A young Ceylonese named 


Rohana Wijeweera is consid- 
ered the leader of the militant 
"Che Guevara" movement that 
Prime Minister Sirimavo Band- 
aranaike on Tuesday accused 
of trying to take over the coun- 
try. Mrs. Bandaranaike said 
police and troops had repulsed 
25 attacks on police stations, 
security patrols and govern- 
ment buildings and crushed the 
attempt. 


Wijeweera was a student at 


the Patrice Lumumba Univer- 
sity in Moscow in the 1960s. He 
was expelled for Maoist activi- 
ties, considered too radical for 
the Soviet Communists. 


The 
previous 
conservative 


government of Ceylon arrested 
him and Mrs. Bandaranaike's 
regime put him back in jail. 


His group of militant Mar- 


xists is named the People's Lib- 
eration Front, but it is known 
generally as the Che Guevar- 
ists. It is reported to have a 
membership of 20,000, exactly 
double the strength of the is- 
land's police force, which had 
to call on the armed forces for 
help against the extremists. 


The Che Guevarists derived 


most of their membership from 
the educated young people who 
make up a large percentage of 
the 750,000 unemployed. 


They come from well-to-do 


families, but say they are frus- 
trated by the lack of economic 
opportunity.

investigations worldwide and 
assure that people here would 
be aware of what's going on in 
the field," an Army spokesman 
said. 


CID detachments now take 


orders from local commanders. 
Air Force criminal investiga- 
tors are directed by OSI head- 
quarters in Washington. 


The Senate Permanent Inves- 


tigations subcommittee's 
hear- 


ings into alleged kickbacks and

afraid of tidal waves, which if 
they did follow, would have made 
us a feast for the sharks. We live 
about thirteen blocks from the 
ocean. 


We headed for higher ground. 


It only lasted a few seconds but 
seemed like hours. The tremors 
were almost constant all that day 
and night. We all sat up late, so 
did all of our neighbors. Each 
tremor seemed stronger than the 
one before. Everyone would look 
at each other — expecting the 
worse any time. 


Our little dog would run and 


bark each time we felt a tremor. 
The poor little thing was so ex- 
cited. She became frantic when 
the house shook and twisted. She 
sensed something 
was bad 


wrong. 


We slept fully dressed except 


for shoas which we kept right by 
the bed.

A cellar would be a 
nice trap for quakes. 


The sad part is you couldn't 


call anyone, more than a neigh- 
bor. I tried calling my daughter, 
Jean, in Montana and my son in 
Little Rock. I knew they were 
worried sick about us. In the 
meantime my daughter was 
trying to get in touch with us until 
11 o'clock that night. I finally got 
a call through to her the next 
day. I did get a call through to 
my brother, Newt, by saying this 
is a case of emergency. 


After the quake everything 


was quiet — the birds were not 
singing and not a leaf on a tree 
was moving. 


A neighbor of ours was up 


drinking coffee when the earth* 
quake came. He said he got crazy 
in the head as the quake shook 
their house. His wife tried to get 
up and said the bed was whirling 
so she would fall backwards as 
she tried to get up. Her baby was 
in his bed in the same room and 
he would pull up and fall back- 
wards. Both beds were moving 
all around the room. The four 
small boys in the back room were 
holding on to their beds tight. Her 
mother, in her room, with door 
closed, holding on to headboard 
for dear life and calling for aome 
one to help her. Her bed jammed 
against the door.

It would be more 
fun to tell in person and act it out. 
I'll be seeing you folks soon.

his inaugural address Jan. 12, 
Gov. Dale Bumpers outlined 
eight areas in which he planned 
to mount an attack through the 
legislature to help solve the 


I problem as he saw them. 
i 
Although there are other less 


popular but equally trouble- 
some causes which also would 
receive his consideration, he 
said, the eight would be the 
"major concerns" of the new 
administration. 


"I consider the solution to all 


of these problems both progres- 
sive and forward looking neces- 
sities," he told about 2,000 per- 
sons who gathered on a chilly 
night to hear the inaugural 
speech delivered from the steps 
of the Capitol. 


The 68th General Assembly, 


which went into a two-week re- 


I cess Friday after an 82-day ses- 
Ision, responded by giving him 
Imost of what he wanted. 


Bumpers' scorecard on the 


"major concerns" is: 


Education — Falling short by 


about $400 a year of fulfilling 
his pledge to raise teacher sal- 
aries to the level of surround- 
ing states, the Arkansas Educa- 
tion Association says, Bumpers 


I nevertheless won approval of 
an average $900 increase in 
teacher pay over the biennium. 
The public schools and the 
state - supported colleges and 
universities shared most heavi- 
ly in new revenues produced by 


I the Bumpers tax program, with 
| the institutions of higher learn- 


ing also getting their first real 
building program in four years. 


Governmental reorganization 


— The legislature enacted the 
governor's plan to consolidate 
more than 60 state agencies in- 
to 13 principal departments and 
authorized what some legisla- 
tors considered "super sala- 
ries" for the directors of the 
"super 
departments." 
But 


Bumpers' bill to establish a 
comprehensive civil service for 
state employes, which the gov- 
ernor considered a companion 
to reorganization, was killed in 
the Senate after passing the 
House. 


Medical Services — Approved 


was an administration bill es- 
tablishing a scholarship pro- 
gram to encourage medical stu- 
dents to practice in rural areas 
after graduation. Included in 
the budget of the University of 
Arkansas Medical Center was 
money to expand the center's 
family 
practice 
division, 
a 


Bumpers goal. The legislature 
passed a bill to admit osteo- 
paths to the full practice of 
medicine and surgery in Arkan- 
sas. 


Highways — Two administra- 


tion bills to rewrite the state 
turnpike authority law to make 
it easier to build toll roads 
passed the Senate, but both 
were killed in House commit- 
tees. The governor vetoed a 
nonadministration bill authoriz- 
ing a special election on a $300 
million highway construction 
bond issue. 


Economic development— The 


assembly voted to provide the 
money to start an ambitious 
program asked by Bumpers for 
construction and improvement 
of state parks in order to at- 
tract more tourist dollars to the 
state.

The state 
Planning Commission was giv- 
en authority to designate and 
preserve areas of unusual nat- 
ural significance. The legisla- 
ture ratified the Interstate En- 
vironmental Compact. Defeat- 
ed, however, was a measure to 
create a scenic rivers system 
consisting of five rivers. 


Bumpers gave no indication 


in his inaugural speech of a 
number of other bills that he 
offered the legislature and that 
were approved, although he had 
mentioned 
them 
previously. 


Among them were repeal of the 
state's "fair trade" liquor law, 
the consumer protection legisla- 
tion and a measure giving 
greater "home rule" powers to 
cities. 


He hinted that he would ask 


for new taxes, but did not un- 
veil his revenue program until 
several weeks later. 


The governor wound up with 


a $27 million program that con- 
sisted of an increase in the in- 
come tax rates, with a top tax 
bracket of 7 per cent on income 
over $25,000 instead of the 5 per 
cent that had existed, a phase-

Is Proposed 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 


A Pennsylvania State Univer- 
sity researcher says school sys- 
tems should abolish grades 1 
through 12 and substitute an in- 
dividual advancement program 
for each child. 


Dr. Jacob J. Kaufman, direc- 


tor of Penn State's Institute for 
Research on Human Resources, 
said the study indicates both 
teachers 
and 
pupils 
benefit 


from such a system. 


Teachers in the nongraded 


school exhibit more creativity 
and willingly spent more of 
their own time to help the chil- 
dren learn than teachers in a 
regular school studied for com- 
parison, he said. 


He said both schools are in 


Pennsylvania but did not identi- 
fy them. 


Kaufman said the conclusions 


of the study were opinions of 
researchers who sat 
in the 


classrooms and were not based 
on traditional testing of stu- 
dents. 


"The 
continuous 
progress 


nongraded program operates in 
the framework of success," 
Kaufman said. "Since each 
youngster opeates at his own 
rate, he cannot fail. There is no 
such thing as failure. Each 
child is evaluated according to 
his own potential." 


To advance, Kaufman said, a 


pupil has to meet certain stand- 
ards, but it is based on his abil- 
ity in that subject and not his 
age. 


"Children at the same age 


are not necessarily at the same 
level of development," Kauf- 
man said. "A child can be at 
the first level in math and the 
second level in science." 


Kaufman said the nongraded 


system would abolish tradition- 
al testing and report cards. Pu- 


pils could be evaulated through 
teacher conferences 
with 
par- 


ents, or teachers could write 
comments about a rhild's prog- 
ress. 


The report said that in a 


graded system, teachers lacked 
willingness to exert great effort 
to improve the school program. 


"At the control graded school 


they seldom talked about pro- 
fessional matters in the lunch- 
room or at other free times, 
had infrequent conferences with 
parents, and usually left imme- 
diately after 
the end of the 


school day," it said 


"In contrast, in the contin- 


uous progress program, teach- 
ers could be found in the build- 
ing for at least a half or full 
hour after school every day- 
planning for programs or con- 
fpTing with parents." 


Humphrey 
Still Eyes 
Nomination 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Hu- 


bert 
H. Humphrey, 
inching 


closer to Democratic presiden- 
tial candidacy, says a crowded 
field may prove next year's pri- 
maries indecisive—a situation 
likely to benefit the Minnesota 
senator. 


Humphrey, narrowly defeated 


by President Nixon in the 1968 
race, also says he will decide 
near the end of the year to en- 
ter the primary competition. 


"I'm not going to say what 


will happen until I know what 
I'm going to do," Humphrey 
said. "I'll decide about the end 
of this year. I would have to 
take a look then at what, if 
any, primaries I would enter." 


Humphrey bypassed the pri- 


maries in winning, as vice 
president, the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination in 1968. He 
said it is possible, but only "an 
outside 
possibility," 
that 
a 


Democrat who does not enter 
presidential 
primaries 
could

emerge with the 
1972 nomi- 


nation. 


He said he is in no hurry to 


make a decision about candida- 
cy. 
Even 
after 
deciding, 


Humphrey said, he may not de- 
clare his intentions for a while. 


Humphrey said he will see 


how he is received around the 
country, analyze the polls, and 
decide a political course at the 
turn of the year. 


"This 1972 business got start- 


ed too soon from the viewpoint 
of the Democrats anyhow," he 
said. 


The polls now show Humph- 


rey moving up among the pros- 
pects for 1972 nomination. The 
list still is headed in most sam- 
ples by Sen. Edmund S. Muskie 
of Maine. 


Humphrey said he doesn't 


know what makes the polls 
move. 


"I haven't been doing much," 


he said. He said he has de- 
clined invitations to appear at 
political meetings with 
otheY 


prospective candidates. 


"I don't want to have it ap- 


pear that I'm posturing as a 
candidate," Humphrey said. 


But 
he 
has, 
increasingly, 


been on his feet in the Senate, 
often challenging the adminis- 
tration of the President who de- 
feated him. 


He also remains chairman of 


the Democratic Policy Council, 
an issue-drafting panel which 
has called for withdrawal of all 
American troops from 
South 


Vietnam by' the end of this 
year.

speeches, but 
has 
so far 


avoided the kind of cross-coun- 
try sampling and speaking mis- 
sions undertaken by Muskie 
and other Democratic possi- 
bilities; Sen.

McGovern of South Dakota.

Dear Dr. Lamb- Perhaps 


this may sound silly to you. 
but is it' true that honey and 
vinegar aid in the circulation 
of the blood1? 


Dear Header-—No. not at 


all. 
Honey, like sugar, con- 


tains lots'of calories in each 
teaspoonful. Some people get 
results f r o m almost any- 
thing if they have enough 
faith in the treatment. 


Medical research has to be 


done with great care to avoid 
mistaken conclusions, such 
as ideas 
like the use of 


honey and vinegar, or water- 
melon seeds, in the treat- 
ment of high blood pressure. 


Faith and the human body 


are both complicated and 
fascinating. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I read 


your articles on health reg- 
ularly. I would like to know 
if you agree that garlic is 
helpful in dilating the blood 
vessels and thus reducing 
b l o o d pressure? Do you 
think that garlic is safer to 
use than some types of med- 
icine used in treating high 
blood pressure which may 
be a relaxant or inhibits 
nerve impulses that would 
cause blood vessel constric- 
tion? If one eliminates the 
obvious fatteners, such as 
sweets, butter and animal 
fats, and cuts down drasti- 
cally on carbohydrates, do 
you think it is possible to 
control this dangerous con- 
dition without taking a single 
drug and risking grave side 
effects? 


Dear Reader-There is no 


evidence that garlic is use- 
ful in treating high blood 
pressure. True, some medi- 
cines used in treating high 
blood pressure h a v e un- 
desirable side effects. So do 
most medicines, even those 
of greatest value, like our 
antibiotics. 


High blood pressure can 


be caused by a number of 
different 
factors, including 


kidney disease. A lot of peo- 
ple with mild high blood 
pressure can control their 
problem with a good diet as 
you have suggested. 


I have seen many a per- 


son develop normal blood 
pressure after a significant 
loss of excess fat. Most doc- 
tors recommend weight re- 
duction for persons with high 
blood pressure. The problem 
is getting the patient to re- 
duce. 


Some people have h i g h 


blood pressure from nervous 
tension or when they are ap- 
prehensive about haying an 
examination. Faith in their 
medicine, even garlic, and 
sometimes tranquilizers en- 
ables these people to have 
normal blood pressure dur- 
ing examinations. Many of 
these people do not have 
high blood pressure except 
during examinations anyway 
and would do as well with 
no medicine and some re- 
assurance. Because the prob- 
lem is complex, only your 
doctor can tell you if ycu 
teally need medicine or a 
change in habits.
